Let's face it: Leaders in our 
community are often about 
as popular as Phyllis Schaf- 
ley and Pat Robertson at a 
Lesbian Avengers demon- 
stration. I've witnessed this from 
many perspectives— as an advo- 
cate in Los Angeles, as a commu- 
nity organizer in Arkansas, and as 
deputy director of the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force. 

But today, I'm seeing it from a 
new point of view and with a spe- 
cial sense of urgency. Last year 
was one of the most significant in 
our movement's history. We had 
historic court decisions in Hawaii 
regarding same-gender marriage 
and the U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
on Colorado's Amendment 2. We 
are gaining ground on issues such 
as civil rights, hate crimes, sod- 
omy laws, youth, and families. 

Yet the need for leadership is 
greater than ever — especially on a 
state and local level, where our 
communities are under legislative 
attack by a well-organized ex- 
tremist right. Already in this 
yoimg year the number of gay-re- 
lated bills in state legislatures 
nears the 100 mark, including a 
banage of anti-gay-marriage bills 
and attacks on gay, lesbian, bisex- 
ual, and transgendered students 
as well as positive measures that 
would ban discrimination based 
on sexual orientation. 

At NGLTF our job is to sup- 
port our community's 
most important leaders — 
those local activists 
working on their lunch 
hours and after work or 
as an organization's 
only staff person. To do 
their job well, of 
course, these ac- 
tivists must be 




aware that leadership means 
being held accountable by and to 
others. They must recognize that 
others also have the capacity to 
lead and create change. 

But they also must know that 
at the toughest times, when they 
are the most tired and most chal- 
lenged, they can count on our 
support. And the sad truth is that 
while many of our emerging lead- 
ers can boldly face any adversary 
on the extremist right, what they 
fear most are attacks from within 
our community. 

I've watched gays and lesbians 
equate leadership positions with 
superhuman qualities. I've seen 
us create a very high pedestal 
from which the fall can be far, 
fast, and hard. And I've come to 
honor everyone who is willing 
and able to step up to the plate in 
difficult times. Not one of us can 
afford to sit back and wait for oth- 
ers to do the work. The time for 
armchair quarterbacks to call the 
plays but avoid the rough-and- 
tumble is over. 

The opportunities at hand are 
great. More gay, lesbian, bisexu- 
al, and transgendered people are 
involved at the local, state, and 
national level than ever. Their 
stories are the tales of regular 
people who couldn't wait for 
change, who took a risk, who 
spoke out, and who dared to chal- 
lenge. Now more than ever we 
need to support these leaders. 
Each must be valued and val- 
orized. And when we criticize 
each other— and we must — it 
should be in the manner 
of friends, not enemies. 
Our movement does 
not have the luxury of 

leadership to bum.

Liberation Front was one especially 
feisty upstart, practicing a wild, media- 
sawy form of protest known as "zaps." 

One ploy was the group's targeting 
of Alpine County in Northern California 
for political takeover. On October 20, 
1970, GLF members held a news confer- 
ence in Los Angeles to announce that 
they were signing up busloads of gay 
men and lesbians willing to relocate to 
the remote area. A recent lifting of the 
state's one-year residency law for voters 
meant that an all-gay government could 
conceivably supplant the existing one 
within 90 days. "We imagine a place 
where gay people can be free," activists 
said, "where love rules instead of hate." 

The story hit major newspapers and 
network television, sending the public 
and politicians into an uproar. "Apples 
and peaches don't grow very well in our 
cold climate," said one Alpine Coimty 
official. "No fruit is welcome here." 

But before the county's 450 citizens 
had time to man the barricades against 
the imagined lavender horde, GLF's 
plan for a queer Utopia was revealed as 
a clever ruse to get gay rights into the 
headlines of the day.

bians, why has there been a 
42% increase in discharges 
for homosexuality since the 
policy took effect in 1994? 
The Servicemembers Legal 
Defense Network, a group 
that provides legal aid to 
gays in the armed forces, 
charges that the military is 
violating Clinton's order and 
continuing to "ask, pursue, 
and harass suspected gay 
service members with im- 
punity." In a February 26 re- 
port, SLDN quotes Pentagon 
figures showing that in fis- 
cal 1996 alone, 850 people 
were discharged — ^the high- 
est number since 1987. "The 
armed forces repeatedly ex- 
cused violations of cunent 
law, including witch-hunts, 
seizure of personal diaries, 
and threatening service 
members with prison unless 
they accused others as 
gay," the report said. 

The report also claimed that women account for a 
disproportionate number of those discharged. While 
women make up only 13% of active-duty service 
members, they account for 29% of those discharged 
for homosexuality. In the Army, women account for 
41% of those discharged. SLDN asserts that 
"women are often accused of being gay after rebuff- 
ing men's sexual advances or reporting sexual 
abuse, regardless of their actual orientation." 

Thirty-six members of the House of Representa- 




tives demanded that defense secretary William 
Cohen take immediate action, recommending that 
he bring "don't ask, don't tell" back to its "original 
intent to protect gays and lesbians from harassment 
and abuse. " Cohen responded to the report by say- 
ing he didn't think the figures wanant any change 
in the policy. He promised, however, to "do every- 
thing I can to see that the harassment is stopped."

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If Tom Hayden has his way, Los 
Angeles will become the next 
American city to adopt an aggres- 
sively pro-gay ordinance like the 
one cunently making waves in San 
Francisco. The ordinance requires all 
companies doing business with the city 
to offer domestic-partner benefits to 
gay and lesbian employees. 

"If that can work in San Francisco 
with large comparues, those same com- 
panies are in Los Angeles," said Hay- 
den, a California state senator who first 
gained a national profile as a student 
radical during the Vietnam War. "I 
would hope that the mayor would im- 
mediately adopt such a policy." Hayden 
has already introduced a bill modeled 
after San Francisco's ordinance to the 
California legislature — where it faces a 
likely veto from Gov. Pete Wilson, if it 
even gets that far. 

Hayden's underdog candidacy pits 
him against Mayor Richard Pliordan, a 
Republican who pleasantly surprised 
many gays and lesbians after his elec- 
tion in 1993 by riding in the city's gay 
pride parade, appointing out gays and 
lesbians to staff and commission posts, 
and declaring a state of emergency to 
allow needle-exchange programs to 
fight AIDS. In fact, a group of the city's 
wealthiest and most influential gay 



leaders has chosen to endorse Riordan. 

"Why would anyone spend a lot of 
energy and money that the community 
doesn't have to replace an excellent 
friend?" said David Mixner, a member 
of the Los Angeles-based political 
group Access Now for Gay and Lesbian 
Equality who was instrumental in mus- 
tering gay support for Bill Clinton in 
1992. Dr. Scott Hitt, another prominent 
member of ANGLE, believes Riordan 
would sign a bill like San Francisco's if 
the city council passed it first, as it 
would have to do in any case. Riordan' s 
office did not return calls asking for 
comment on Hayden's proposal. 

But Hayden, who has been endorsed 
by other gay and lesbian leaders, in- 
cluding Sheila Kuehl, speaker pro tem of 
the California assembly, called Rior- 
dan's record "a very modest achieve- 
ment." He points to gay support for 
Riordan as an example of "classic victim 
psychology, which I identify with from 
being Irish. It goes like this: 'We expect- 
ed the mayor to be bad, and since he's 
not abusing us, he's wonderful.' The 
Irish used to say the same thing about 
every Brit that smiled upon us until we 
decided to see progressive Brits as al- 
lies but not look for validation from 
them. Only then did we come into our 
own as a nation and as a community. "

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ewly elected Washington State 
governor Gary Locke had bare- 
ly two months to bask in the glory 
of being the first Asian-American 
governor on the U.S. mainland be- 
fore the honeymoon was over. On 
February 21 Locke squared off 
against a Republican-dominated 
legislature by vetoing a bUl ban- 
ning same-sex marriage.

Vigilant: Gay 
groups protest 
STRAIGHT. 



Gays at Penn State University were 
relieved when the undergraduate 
student government supreme 
court ruled February 16 not to allow an 
antigay group to be sanctioned by the 
school, but the battle isn't over. Before 
the ruling the Lesbian, Gay, and Bisex- 
ual Student Alliance had secured a pe- 
tition of more than 300 names and held 
a candlelight vigil to keep Students Re- 
inforcing Adherence in General Hetero- 
sexual Tradition (STRAIGHT) from 



gaining school approval. Now the 
American Civil Liberties Union is sid- 
ing with STRAIGHT. 

"You have to be wiUing to tolerate 
speech of people you disagree v«th, " 
Larry Frankel, executive director of the 
ACLU's Pennsylvania chapter, told the 
State College, Pa., Centre Daily Times. 
And the coordinator of the Penn State 
chapter of the ACLU believes that 
STRAIGHT should be recognized by 
the student government. Members of 
the student supreme court are re- 
sponding by saying that STRAIGHT is 
welcome to promote its views on cam- 
pus even though the group is not offi- 
cially recognized. 

STRAIGHT'S founder, Darin Loc- 
carini, called the student court's deci- 
sion a double standard and said he 
will appeal it. Meanwhile, his parents 
said a woman identifying herself as 
lesbian threatened to kill Loccarini. 
Loccarini, 27, says he isn't afraid and, 
ironically, in an earlier interview with 
The Advocate, even seemed fond of 
gays. He said, "They're fellow human 
beings, OK? That's why we don't hate 
them. You've heard the term 'hating 
the sin and not the siimer'? It comes 
down to that."

The American Civil 
Liberties Union is 
normally the first to de- 
fend freedom of speech 
in America, but when an 
ACLU chapter director 
threatened to out state 
lavraiakers, national 
headquarters swiftly 
moved to put the prover- 
bial sock in his mouth. 

When a proposed ban 
on same-sex marriage 
went before the North 
Dakota legislature in 
February, Keith Elston, 
director of the North 
Dakota-South Dakota 
ACLU chapter, said he 
knew of "a couple" of 
gay legislators and 




would expose them if they 
voted for the bill. But when 
a senator told national di- 
rertor Ira Glasser about the 
threat, an apology from 
both ACLU leaders was is- 
sued February 18. Glasser 
wrote North Dakota Repub- 
lican senator Wayne Stene- 
hjem: "The ACLU does not 
'out' people nor threaten to 
'out' people." And Elston 
said, "I made a mistake." 

The North Dakota House 
majority leader, John 
Dorso, said Elston's re- 
marks could prove counter- 
productive: "If he wanted 
to make sure that bill was 
going to pass, he certainly 
did the right thing." 




A mainstream-newspaper reporter 
can't also be an outspoken gay 
activist, the Washington State 
supreme court ruled February 20. Jour- 
nalist Sandy Nelson had sued The 
[Tacoma] News Tribune because she 
was pulled off her beat as a reporter 
and forced to take an editing job after 
campaigning for a gay rights initiative 
in 1990. News Tribune management 
argued that the paper's credibility 
might suffer because Nelson had 
crossed the line between news gather- 
ing and news making. Yet regardless 
of the high court's ruling. Nelson said, 
"This is not over."

omosexuality has not been considered a mental illness since 1974, yet a dispro- 
portionate number of gays and lesbians seek mental health services compared 
with heterosexuals, a new national survey says. While the National Institute of Men- 
tal Health indicates that 10% to 1-2% of the general population see mental health care 
providers, this study shows that 42% of gays and lesbians seek such services. At the 
American Association for the Advancement of Science's annual meeting February 
16, Nancy Nystrom — a University of Washington doctoral candidate who conducted 
the survey— said that of those gays and lesbians seeking professional help, 1 in 4 re- 
ported receiving poor or inappropriate care. For instance, the survey cited examples 
of some patients being told, "You'd be OK if you weren't a deviant." 



AIDS czar tenip 

ADDS activists shook their heads 
when they foimd out whom the 
Clinton White House had ap- 
pointed as a temporary replacement 
for AIDS czar Patricia Fleming. "We 
wanted an Evita, and Clinton gave us 
a Fonest Gump," ACT UP member 
Steve Michael said of the choice of Dr. 
Eric P. Goosby to be acting director of 
the Office of National AIDS Policy. 
What activists had hoped for was 
someone writh a little more oomph.

Sexual orientation in animals may indeed be driven by genetics, according to new discoveries from 
Oregon State University and the Salk Institute published in the February 4 Proceedings of the National Academy of 
Sciences, a professional journal. Last December scientists reported that a gene, dubbed "fruitless," could cause 
homosexual behavior in male fruit flies. But now another gene, called "dissatisfaction," has been identified as deter- 
mining sexual behaviors in both males and females. Mutations in this gene can make female flies reject male suitors, 
mate grudgingly, or even kick the males away. Conversely, males with the mutation remain enthusiastically inter- 
ested in sex — with either gender — but may have a hard time performing. 

Needle-exchange programs, an idea that Bill Clinton embraced in 1992 but backed away from once 

elected president, are fmally getting some attention in Washington, D.C. First a 12-member panel from the National 

Institutes of Health urged government leaders in mid February to accept 
a number of AIDS prevention tools, including needle exchanges. A 
few days later the federal Health and Human Services Depart- 
ment submitted a report to Congress saying scientific stud- 
ies backed up the contention that needle-exchange 
programs can prevent HIV transmission. The report didn't 
go so far as to recommend lifting the federal ban on fund- 
ing the programs but said the Clinton administration was 
open to negotiating the issue. However, persuading a 
Republican Congress to go along with such a policy shift 
likely could be just as difficult as getting an intravenous drug 
user to kick the habit.

The United Church of 
Christ has hired a national 
staff minister to address 
the concerns of its gay and 
lesbian members, the 
Akron Beacon Journal re- 
ported Febmary 22. The 
UCC IS the only mainline 
American church whose 
national body has stated 
that the ordination of gays 
and lesbians is acceptable. 
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The homosexual undertones in 
millionaire John E. du Font's 
murder trial, which ended in 
his conviction February 25, were 
seemingly not relevant. The jury 
found the eccentric heir to the 
chemical-company fortune guilty of 
the January 1996 shooting of 36- 
year-old Olympic wrestler Dave 
Schultz; he was also fotmd to be 
mentally ill, Schultz was one of a 
group of world-class wrestlers living 
and training on du Font's private 
800-acre estate outside Philadelphia 
known as Foxcatcher Farm. The fact 
that du Pont surrotmded himself 
with athletic men and paid them 
stipends — along with past allega- 
tions of sexual advances toward 
men — led to speculation about du 
Pom's sexual orientation. 

Yet the gay element of this drama 
has been virtually ignored. "It's 
clear the angle is there, and it's not 
being touched," said Tim Whitaker, 
editor of the alternative news publi- 
cation Philadelphia Weekly. "I don't 
know why that is. It's bizane." 
Some observers believe much of the 
gay and lesbian media may have 
purposely steered clear of the story, 
hoping to avoid having the public 




equate an eccentric murderer with 
gays. But others feel it may just be 
that "the homoeroticism pales in 
comparison to the other wacky stuff 
that has been probed about this 
guy," said Debbie Woodell, a colum- 
nist and sports editor at the 
Philadelphia Daily News.

Plorida judges are becoming known 
for their family-court decisions 
against lesbian mothers. As of 
February 26 one such mother, Julie 
Packard, was appealing a decision by 
an Okaloosa County judge who gave 
custody of her two daughters to their fa- 
ther — who was admitted to a mental 
hospital after threatening to kill himself 
in front of the girls. He's also been 
charged with trying to bum the family 
home and attacking Packard's lesbian 
lover. The judge said he thought the 
girls should be raised in a "traditional" 
family. This case comes just months 
after a lesbian, Mary Ward, died while 
trying to regain custody of her daughter 
from her ex, a convicted murderer. 
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O Singapore 

Oral sex is illegal unless it is followed 
by heterosexual sex, an appeals 
court ruled February 21. According 
to the decision, oral sex is consid- 
ered an unnatural sex act and is 
permitted only as foreplay. The 
court said the only natural sex 
act is "the coitus of the male 
and female sexual organs. " 

O Australia 

Challengers of Tasmania's 
sodomy law won a victory 
February 26 when the High 
Court of Australia ruled it would 
hear their case. Gay activists are 
fighting a law that criminal- 
izes homosexual sex 
and carries jail terms of 
up to 21 years. 




Oreat BritainO 

Gays can be prosecuted in 60 countnes and 
are being killed and tortured around the 
world, according to a Febmary 26 report 
compiled by the British division of Amnesty 
International. Among the findings: Homo- 
sexuality is criminalized in Nigeria. India, 
and Romania, and Colombian death squads 
target and kill hundreds of gay men South 
AMca, however, became the first nation to 
include sexual orientation in the antidis- 
crimination provisions of its constitution.

While homosexuality is illegal m Zimbab- 
we, accusations that former president 
Canaan Banana forced a male aide into a 
three^ yoai affair surfaced February 24 when 
a judge lifted a news blackout on the aide's 
murder trial. The aide, Jefta Dube, was 
found guilty of shooting a colleague who 
teased him about the relationship, but be- 
cause of the alleged sexual abuse, his sen- 
tence was set at ten years instead of the life 
term requested by prosecutors.

The gay Super Bowl? Well, yeah. I 
don't know much about the 
straight Super Bowl, but I've 
been told that's when hetero 
men gather to indulge and 
fantasize about their 
guilty pleasures. When 
our Super Bowl comes

around, on Oscar night, aren't 
we doing the same thing? 

After all, the Oscars embody 
the four classic guilty pleasures 
of the American gay man: fash- 
ion, drama, camp, and a good cat- 
fight. Oh, I know. In the '90s we're 
supposed to be over all that super- 
ficial crap. But come Oscar night 
we're free to revert to our bitchiest 
selves and bask in the glory of our 
own camp culture. What could be 
more splendid? 

Naturally The Advocate 
wanted a range of opinions. 
So I picked up my telephone 
headset to ask some of Holly- 
wood's movers and shak- 
ers, "Why are the Oscars 
the gay Super Bowl?" 



Why are the Oscars the gayest night of the year? 

Hollywood's openly gay gossip cohmmist, BRDGE BDBY, tells all 
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""I like to see whose 
lover gets thanked." 




My first victim, Harvey Fierstein, 
seems to agree with my "guilty plea- 
sures" theory. "The glamour, the dress- 
es, the stars!" offers the Tony-wiiming 
actor-playwright when asked why he 
loves the Oscars. But then 
he throws me a curve. "It's 
a gay night, but that's not 
all it is," he says. "The 
dresses and the bitchiness 
aren't even what I really 
look forward to. I like to see 
whose lover gets thanked." 

I guess those straight 
guys who watch the Super 
Bowl might say the same 
thing. The event is a 
chance to know more about 
their favorite players. 
Whether it's the Super 
Bowl or the Oscars, it's a 
date with our heroes. 
Whether it's the acceptance 
speech or the postgame 
locker-room interview, it's 
our chance to get to know 
our heroes better. 

"I think awards shows in general are 
the gay version of televised sports," 
jokes Joe Keenan, head comedy writer 
for TV's Fmsier. "They offer the excite- 
ment and suspense of fierce public com- 
petition without the visual monotony of 
having the players all dressed the same 
way. However, I prefer to think of the 
Super Bowl as the straight Oscars." 

As my friend Howard Karren, deputy 
editor of Piemiere magazine, tells me, 
"The thing I loved about the Oscars, 
particularly growing up, was the fact 
that here was a night I could watch 
something while my straight brothers 
were watching football. Finally I, as a 
gay man, felt I had a chance to shine." 

There are other parallels between

these two great American tribal rituals. 
Each event is best when viewed among 
friends, a fact that even the Academy 
acknowledges. Says Rick Robertson, the 
Academy's executive administrator: 
"Like Super Bowl Sunday, Oscar night 
is a wonderful excuse to throw a party. " 

And we all know who throws the 
best parties. "The Oscars are about 
caviar and blini, not beer and potato 
chips," says Sandy Gallin, executive 
producer of the Oscar-nominated Fly 
Away Home. Maybe at your Oscar par- 
ties, Sandy: The last gay Oscar party I 
went to (after Elton's, of course, which 
had not a fried potato in sight) was 
loaded vnth Lay's. 

What we do while eating leads me to 
another similarity, knovm as "Go, team, 
go." Rooting for your home team isn't 
done only in football stadiums. Those 
living-room Oscar brawls can be fierce. 
It's well-known that vicious gay feuds 
erupted, for instance, over the famed 
Liza MirmeUi (Cajbaret)-Diana 
Ross (Lady Sings the Blues) 
Best Actress wars of 1972. 

My favorite war story took 
place in 1962, when Bette 
Davis was nominated for Best 
Actress, while her What Evei 
Happened to Baby Jane? 
costar Joan Crawford was 
not. Crawford, so the story 
goes, hatched a plan. Anne 
Bancroft, also nominated for 
Best Actress (for The Miiacle 
Worker), couldn't attend the 
ceremonies. If Bancroft were 
to win, Crawford offered to 
accept the Oscar on her be- 
half. Sure enough, on the big 
night, when Bancroft was an- 
noimced as the winner, Craw- 
ford brushed past Davis and 
snapped, "Excuse me, I have 
an Oscar to accept." 

"That's why gay people identify with 
the Oscars," says film critic Rex Reed, 
who's witnessed more than his share of 
awards shows. "The Oscars are all 
about people who want to be some- 
body, like Crawford did. 1 think that's 
something a lot of gay people identify 
with — the greatness of it all. the 
epic appeal." 
And what appeals more 



than epic suffering? All gay people 
know how it feels to be the underdog. 
But to watch a goddess like Crawford in 
the midst of a very, very bad night re- 
minds us that everybody hurts — even 
when they're famous, powerful, and 
straight. "It's almost too much to bear," 
says Village Voice gossip columnist 
Michael Musto. "I do love to watch the 
fashion, but more than that there's this 
noble quality about the Oscars that I ad- 
mire. We gays are the downtrodden, so

we identify with someone like Brenda 
Blethyn (Best Actress nominee for Se- 
crets & Lies]. It's a vicarious thrill." 

I don't have to tell you, that thrill can 
be catty, campy, and silly. "Gay men 
love any event where the budget and 
taste are in inverse proportions," 
Keenan notes, "from the presenters' 
fashion statements to the Best Song 
production nimibers where somber leo- 
tard-clad chorus boys waft among vast 
abstract sculptures that seem left over 
from the Nuremberg rallies." 

Billy Crystal, who's hosting this 
year's Oscarfest, has his own Super 
Bowl-esque opinion on the subject. 
"The Oscars are a gay version of the 
Super Bowl," he says, "because they're 
like one big, long halftime ceremony." 

"My favorite year was 1988," embell- 
ishes Keenan. "That was the year when 
producer Allan Carr persuaded Rob 
Lowe to sing and dance opposite Snow 
White to the strains of 'Proud Mary' 
a song that may have had partic- 
ular resonance for Mr. Can). In 
my perfect imiverse, Carr would 
be commanded to produce every 
single Oscar show — always 
with a stern warning that 
last year's show 
was too sedate." 

Incidentally, if 
you think only gay 
men go over the top for 
the Oscars, think again. 
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Lesbians are also passionate about the 
show, insists one who should know. 
"I've been watching the Oscars since I 
was 5," says lesbian comic Suzanne 
Westenhoefer, "just so I could catch a 
glimpse of Susan Hayward, the great 
love of my life. She actually presented in 
1973, the year before she died. I was 
thrilled, even if it was Charlton Heston 
that brought her out." 

But the Oscar shows also got Wes- 
tenhoefer wondering where all the gay 
actors went on their way to the cere- 
monies. "Do gay people stop being gay 
when they get to Hollywood?" she says. 



"I don't think so. We run this fucking 
town. This is our big awards show." 

The irony is that, even in 1997, Wes- 
tenhoefer is one of the few gay perform- 
ers willing to go on record about the 
Oscar-gay cormection. Which brings me 
to the people I peeved when I asked 
about Oscar's gay tendencies. 

"Frankly, it's an offensive question," 
says one of the country's most widely 
read (gay) columnists. "Why pigeonhole 
the ceremony like that?" 

"No, I don't think I care to answer 
that," says an Oscar-nominated (gay) 
actor. "As you know, I'm a member of 
the board of governors, and I don't think 
it would be a good idea. " 

"I don't think I could come up with 
an answer clever enough for you," says 
one of the world's cleverest, not to men- 
tion most successful, (gay) directors. 

Translation: He's scared. After all, 
our gay Super Bowl is his year-round 
business. Academy Awards make ca- 
reers, and as long as that's true, the Os- 
cars will stay in the closet. 

But not the audience, and that's the 
key. "Perhaps the real question isn't 
'Why do gay people like the Oscars?' 



but 'Why do straight people like the Os- 
cars?' " Keenan concludes. "I think the 
answer is that the sheer glamour and 
campiness of the spectacle are strong 
enough to make heterosexuals tem- 
porarily gay. I've seen this in action. 
Halfway through Oscar parties the most 
macho guys start saying things like, 
'Look at Melanie Griffith's dress! What 
was she t/imidngf?' " ■

An Oscar-winning actor, a former Screen Actx)rs Guild president, and the 
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I aving spent the whole of my life since World 
War n as an actor and director, I know well the deep 
I and creative involvement of the homosexual 
community in every aspect of film and play mak- 
ing, far beyond their statistical share of the gener- 
al population. The arts are richer because of this. 
So am I. 

And so what? I reject the idea that my homosexual 
friends find the Oscars particularly "appealing to gay 
audiences," in your phrase. If you make films, 
you care about being nominated because it 
represents the opinion of people who do 
the work you do. You don't see it as 
"bitchy" or "glamorous," nor do 
you imagine wirming means you 
gave the best performance or 
wrote the best script. It simply 
represents the professional 
judgment of filmmakers.

Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescription, just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this information does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor's care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 



What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of adults with HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus) 
when therapy is warranted. HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired Immune deficiency 
syndrome). CRIXIVAN Is a new type of HIV drug called a protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIV AN work? 

CRIXIVAN IS a protease inhibitor that fights HIV, It may help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called 
"viral load") and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. 

CRIXIVAN may be prescribed alone. CRIXIVAN may also be prescribed with other anti-HIV dnjgs such as ZDV 
(also called AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from ttiese other anti-HIV drugs. Talk 
with your doctor to see if you should take CRIXIVAN alone or with other anti-HIV drugs. 
CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. It has not been studied in children and adolescents. 
How s hould I take CRIXIVAN? 
There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as ptescribed by your doctor. Continue taking CRIXIVAN unless 
your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of CRIXWAN that your doctor tells you to take, nght from 
Ihe very start. To help make sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take "dnig holidays.' 
If you don't take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be redxed (due to resistance). 

2. Take CfllXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may be easier to remem- 
ber to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. II you have questions about when to take 
CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care provider can help you decide what schedule won<s for you. 

3. n you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, watt and then take the next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. Hovirever, if you miss a dose by less than 2 hours, take your missed dose immediately. 
Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed 
dose of CRIXIVAN at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN wtth water. You can also take CRIXIVAN v*i other beverages such as sMm milk, juk», 
coffee, or lea. 

5. Meally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN wtthout food but wtth water at least one hour before or 
two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a light meal. Examples of light meals include; 

- dry toast with Jelly, juice, and coffee (with §!an] milk and sugar if you want) 

- corn flakes with slam milk and sugar 

Do not iake CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, (at, and protein 
(for example - a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken al the same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can 
interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect, 

6. Drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquids (preferably water) throughout the day, every day. 
CRIXIVAN has caused kMney stones in some patients. By having enough fluids in your body you 
may help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if 
you develop kidney pains (middle to lovrer stomach or back pain) or btood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infections or other condi- 
tions associated with HW. Because of this, it is very important for you to remain under the care of a doctor. 
It is not yet known whether taking CRIXIVAN will extend your lite or reduce your chances of getting other ill- 
nesses associated with HIV.

Does CRIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood

What other medical problems or co nditions sho uld I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do not yet know how 
CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 
Also talk to your doctor about:

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The bombing of a lesbian 
bar in AQanta has left 
gays and lesbians bracing 
for more violence

When a backpack full of ex- 
plosives spewed nails 
into a crowded lesbian 
bar February 21 in At- 
lanta, a long, loud note of 
hatred and violence was sounded. The 
bombing, which took place on the rear 
patio of the Otherside Lounge, was the 
third in a series of explosions that have 
rocked Atlanta since last summer, be- 
ginning with the Centennial Olympic 
Park bombing during the Summer 
Games in July. Unlike that bombing, 
which left two people dead, the blast at 
the lesbian bar resulted only in injuries. 
But the city was still reeling from the 
park attack when in January the North- 
side Family Planning Services Clinic 
was bombed. The latest blast at the bar 
made what could have seemed like a 
tragic coincidence for Atlanta begin to 
look like a pattern.

The bar reopened a week 
later, but much remained 
unsolved regarding the 
bombing. Was this incident 
connected to the others or 
directed specifically at les- 
bians or both? By the orga- 
nizations targeted in the 
two most recent bomb- 
ings—a lesbian bar and an 
abortion clinic — there was 
speculation that women, as 
a group, were being singled 
out. The attack against the 
Otherside Lounge certainly 
goes against the law of av- 
erages: About 30 bars in 
Atlanta cater to gay men, 
while only two cater primar- 
ily to lesbians. "There are 
tremendous undertones of 
misogyny," says Kate Kendell, execu- 
tive director of the National Center for 
Lesbian Rights. 

Yet gay men too are often the target 
of bombers, hi May 1990 three mem- 
bers of a white supremacy group were 
arrested by the FBI for conspiring to 
detonate bombs in an alley outside a 
Seattle gay disco. And according to the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task Force,

between 1985 and 1989 there were 221 
bomb threats made to gay estabUsh- 
ments across the nation. While there 
are no recent figures available from the 
NGLTF, the New York City Gay and 
Lesbian Anti-Violence Project reports a 
6% increase in incidents of violence 
against lesbians and gays in 1996 com- 
pared with 1995, according to a study 
of 14 cities nationwide conducted by 
that group's national coalition. "The in- 
cidents are increasing, but more impor- 
tant, we're seeing an increase in severi- 
ty and intensity," Christine Quirm, the 
project's executive director, says. Adds 
NGLTF staffer Tracey Conaty: "This is 
a louder reminder that as a community 
we can't become complacent." 

Following the blast, gay groups 
sprang into action, organizing meetings 
and rallies and tightening security at 
bars. And being that the incident was 
the third in a string of hits against vari- 
ous groups in Atlanta, it attracted a 
great deal of attention from civic lead- 
ers. Atlanta mayor Bill Campbell 
reached into his own campaign coffers 
to come up with $2,000 to establish a re- 
ward fund— which has since grown to 
more than $10,000— for information 
leading to the arrest of those responsi- 
ble. Nationally, Attorney 
General Janet Reno 
promised, "We will not 
rest until the perpetrators 
are brought to justice." 
And President Clinton also 
condemned the attack, re- 
calling the violence 
against African- American 
churches last year: "We 
have to stand against 
those things.... We don't 
have anyone to waste." 

But it is still unclear ex- 
actly toward whom the 
hate is being directed. 
"Anyone challenging the 
traditional patriarchal 
family" is a target, says 
Chip Berlet, an analyst 
with the Somerville, 
Mass.-based Political Re- 
search Associates, an organization that 
monitors fundamentalist Christian and 
hate groups. Based on this philosophy, 
targets could include feminists, gays, 
lesbians, and abortion providers, 
among others. "There is a growing pat- 
tern of violence by these [fringe] Chris- 
tian groups," Berlet adds, "and the pat- 
tern is quite dramatic." 

A pattern in the two most recent ^ 
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blasts has increased speculation that 
the incidents are related. Both were ac- 
companied by a second bomb, which 
appears to have been intended for au- 
thorities responding to the initial ex- 
plosion. Almost immediately following 
the bar bombing, the group Army of 
God tried to accept responsibility for 
both bombings and the Sons of the 
Confederate Klan for the bar explosion. 
While hate-crime experts have their 
doubts about either group's role in the 
blast, all leads are being pursued. Says 
FBI spokesman Jay Spadafore: "We 
can't discoimt anything right now." 

Even though authorities have no 
suspects yet, gays and lesbians should 
view this bombing as a very serious

threat, says Skipp Porteous, national 
director of the Institute for First 
Amendment Studies, a group that 
tracks far-right organizations. "[Gays 
and lesbians] can certainly expect 
more incidents like this," he says. And 
as the millennium approaches, says 
Berlet, fanatical religious followers will 
feel more strongly their perceived duty 
to fight anyone they see as an "agent 
of Satan." 

Phillip McDonald, who as special as- 
sistant to Mayor Campbell acts as liai- 
son to lesbians and gay men in Atlanta, 
urges people to take action by prepar- 
ing for the possibility of future attacks. 
"I am convinced that this is going to be 
a fact of our lives," he says. "We need 
gays who are willing to accept respon- 
sibility for fund-raising to help victims. 
We need safety seminars." 

At the Community Yellow Pages of- 
fice in Phoenix, where the Sons of the 
Confederate Klan's phone message 
claiming responsibility for the explo- 
sion was forwarded from an Atlanta 
number, owner Marci Alt reacted defi- 
antly. "They can go ahead and bomb 
us and make threatening phone calls," 
she says. "Even if they do kill me, there 
are ten more people standing behind 
me." Adds Melanie Rosen of the At- 
lanta Gay and Lesbian Center: "I don't 
believe that anyone is cowering. People 
will become stronger with anger. " ■ 
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Orville Bigelow says his sexual 
orientation did factor in to the 
verdict that found Simpson liable 
for murder by Michele Kort 

The case is over, but Orville Bigelow still 
av^aits psychic closure. Just the other night 
he dreamed that, as he was brushing his teeth, 
an arm shot out from a hole in his door and 
grabbed him. He couldn't see who it was, but he 
knew anyway: It was O.J. Simpson. "I don't 
know if I'll ever get it out of my system, " says 
Bigelow, the 30-year-old Southwest Airlines 
flight attendant who spent four months as the 
juror in seat number 3 in Simpson's civil trial in 
Santa Monica, Calif. He had to look at autopsy photos; listen to hours 
of testimony about beatings, wounds, and blood; and then face a city 
still divided, often along racial lines, over the defendant's guilt or irmo- 
cence. Indeed, when Bigelow heard the tumult outside the courthouse 
after the verdict was armounced, he assumed that the crowd was 
about to storm the building. 

"I was never so scared in my life," Bigelow says. He's since learned 
that the crowd was cheering but admits to nagging fears of retaliation 
from either Simpson or a crazed supporter of the ex-football star. In 
some circles Bigelow is considered heroic simply because he was one 
of the unanimous 12 who voted Simpson liable for double homicide 
February 4, thus satisfying those disturbed by the criminal trial's not- 
guilty verdict in 1995. Bigelow has heard that even archconservative 
commentator Rush Limbaugh praised him for one of his postverdict re- 
marks. "I wonder," Bigelow says, smiling, "if he would have compli- 
mented me the same way if he knew I'm gay." 

Bigelow didn't keep his orientation a secret, though. During jury se- 
lection he says he checked the box on his juror questionnaire indicat- 
ing that he has a domestic partner (he's been with Todd Shear, 33, a 
Northwest Airlines employee, for almost 11 years), but the question 
didn't come up in voir dire of whether it was a man or a woman. ►

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Bigelow thinks the defense may have 
approved him because 1) he said all he 
knows about DNA came from the film 
Jurassic Paik, 2) he indicated that he 
might discount hair and fiber evidence 
because he still finds cat hair from the 
feline he left behind in Michigan when 
he moved to Los Angeles three years 
ago, and 3) when Simpson once caught 
his eye, Bigelow grirmed back. "I'm a 
flight attendant," he explains. "My in- 
stant reaction is to smile." 

Once sworn in, he spoke casually 
about his partner with fellow jurors and 
around court deputies. His sexuality, he 
says, was a nonissue. Yet belonging to 
a minority gave him a strong sense of 
equity. "That's one reason I think I was 
a good juror," he says. "I stand up to 
injustice. I promised I wouldn't make 
up my mind until the end of the trial, 
and I didn't." 

Bigelow brought another key ele- 
ment to the case because he's half 
Mexican. "It bothers me when they call 
it a 'white' verdict," he says. "Racism 
didn't even come up in our delibera- 
tions. Simpson didn't kill them because 
he was black and they were white. " 

Bigelow hadn't paid much attention 
to the criminal trial. Now he can recite 
the numbers of specific blood drops by 
memory. And he seems eager to replay 
some of the evidence that convinced 
him of Simpson's liability: the blood 
trail at Nicole Brovm Simpson's condo- 
minium and O.J. Simpson's estate, and 
the rarity of the Bruno Magli shoes. 

One senses that Bigelow has been 
speaking with the media, appearing on 
TV talk shows such as Today, Leeza, 
and Dateline NBC, in order to convince 
people that the verdict was fairly 
weighed, the evidence carefully consid- 
ered. So why is he revealing that he's 
gay? "I would hate for it to come up 
later and have people think I was hid- 
ing it," he says. "Plus, maybe there's 
some teenage boy in the middle of Ne- 
braska who vnll read this and say, 'He 
stands up for who he is.' Maybe there 
will be a sense of pride there. " 

Is he glad he served on the case? 
"Yeah!" Bigelow responds. His excite- 
ment has nothing to do wnth fame or 
fortune, however— he's received no 
money for interviews and has no book 
offers. "I knew I could give someone a 
fair trial," he says "I don't feel good 
that I found someone liable for murder. 
But to find him irmocent would have 
meant ignoring the evidence." ■

Accused of wasting money on hi^ salaries and 
administrative cosis, AIDS organizations fight back

As protests go, it wasn't 
much: four guys standing 
outside a Washington, 
D.C., nightclub, shivering 
in a January cold snap, 
holding signs claiming 
that the man hosting the fund-raiser 
inside the club was an "AIDS profi- 
teer. " Few of the well-dressed people 
attending the reception paid them 
much attention. 

"People have viewed this epidemic 
as a gravy train, " says Steve Michael, 
a Washington, D.C.-based AIDS ac- 



tivist. It's a familiar complaint but one 
that has been heard with even 
greater frequency over the past 12 
months or so as expensive new drug 
therapies have focused attention on 
the bottom line, seeming to put salva- 
tion within reach for many people 
with HIV — at a price. 

The subject of Michael's scorn is 
Tom Sheridan, a longtime AIDS lob- 
byist. Four years ago Sheridan creat- 
ed a political action committee to 
raise money for congressional candi- 
dates concerned about people with 



AIDS. Sheridan's AIDS PAC raised 
over $560,000 for the 1996 election— a 
35% drop from its take for the 1994 
election cycle. But the problem isn't 
with how much money came in; 
rather, it's how little went out. For 
the 1996 election, less than 10% of 
the AIDS PAC's funds— $53,000— was 
used to help candidates. "That's an 
obscenely low number," Michael 
says, "and Tom Sheridan is responsi- 
ble for some bad members of Con- 
gress wirming again. " 

Sheridan says he too is disap- ^ 
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One measure of how 
wisely a charity uses 
its funds is the 
percentage of its budget 
spent on the group's 
charitable purpose. 



What standards should a donor apply to an AIDS 
group before writing a check? The American In- 
stitute of Philanthropy, a St. Louis, Mo.-based 
group that monitors charitable organizations, offers two 
rules of thumb. First, "we target that at least 60% (of a 
group's budget] go toward their charitable program or 
purpose," says Daniel Borochoff, president of AIP. In 
other words, the group should spend no more than 40% 
of its budget on administrative or fund-raising costs. 

Another comparative measure relates specifically to 
efficiency in fund-raising, says Borochoff: "It shouldn't 
cost more than $35 to raise $100 in funds." Of the orga- 
nizations rated by AIP, Gay Men's Health Crisis in New 



York City spends $34 to raise $100; the San Francisco 

AIDS Foundation, between $29 and $33; and the Ameri- 
can Foundation for AIDS Research, $26 to $28. Overall 
AIP gives GMHC and the San Francisco AIDS Founda- 
tion grades of B-, while AmFAR gets a B. 

As for the issue that galls some activists most, Boro- 
choff says salaries are often a poor indicator of how suc- 
cessful a group is at keeping costs in line. "People tend 
to get concerned when [salaries] run to six figures, but 
that's not always fair," he says. "You want to have peo- 
ple who know how to run the organization. A little dif- 
ference in salary can amount to many times over in the 
improvement of services. " — John Gallaghei 
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pointed by the low return of money 
contributed to the PAC so far. He ad- 
mits the group spent thousands of 
dollars in its first two years on a tele- 
marketing plan for fund-raising that it 
later abandoned. Starting in 1995 the 
PAC spent thousands more on a di- 
rect-mail approach, which Sheridan 
says is a three- to five-year invest- 
ment that should lead to a greater por- 
tion of the budget going to political j 
contributions in 1998. | 

Nonetheless, Sheridan is proud of 
the committee and its achievements. 
He boasts that its $5,000 contribution 
to Loretta Sanchez helped the Demo- 
crat defeat Rep. Bob Doman of Califor- 
nia last November. Earlier this year 
the PAC contributed $3,000 to 
Sanchez's effort to fend off a recoimt 
challenge. 

And Sheridan insists his lobbying 
firm, which spends about 15% of its 
time on AIDS work, does not make a 
profit from the committee. Of the 
$5,000 a month it is paid to manage 
the PAC, half pays for the salary of a 
full-time staffer, while the rest goes to 
administrative costs. 

"It costs money to do this busi- 
ness," Sheridan says, speaking not 
only about his own operation but 
also about the rest of what has be- 
come known as "AIDS Inc." In the 
epidemic's 15 years, a veritable in- 
dustry of health clinics, service 
providers, public policy institutions, 
lobbyists, charities, and other advo- 
cates has developed. Few are im- 
mune to the criticism that too much ' 
money is going into salaries and ad- 



ministration and not enough is being 
spent on housing and drugs for peo- 
ple with AIDS. 

But how much is too much? Last 
year critics blasted the AIDS rides, a 
series of bicycle-ride fund-raisers 
around the country, for spending 
40% of gross proceeds on adminis- 
tration. Yet Dan Pallotta, the entre- 
preneur who runs the rides, defend- 
ed the practice by comparing the 
cost of raising funds to a business in- 
vestment. "People will say it's moral- 
ly wrong to spend charitable dollars 
on anything but the charities," Pal- 
lotta told The Advocate last October. 
"Yet in terms of risk, we've never 
lost money. " 

In San Francisco a coalition of ac- 
tivists has fought the San Francisco 
AIDS Foimdation and its executive di- 
rector, Pat Christen, for months. "We 
need to get services to people with 
AIDS who need them but can't be- 
cause the foundation spends too 
much on itself," says Michael Pe- 
trehs, a San Francisco AIDS activist. 
Petrelis hopes activists around the 
country ask similar questions of orga- 
nizations in their own cities. He 
wants every AIDS service organiza- 
tion to open its books and disclose 
how much its leaders' salaries are 
and provide a complete picture of its 
administrative costs. Says Petrelis: 
"We need to develop watchdogs over 
the AIDS agencies." 

Those sitting in the executive 
suites say they don't object to scruti- 
ny, but they also defend their organi- 
zations, suggesting that their crit- ^

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ics fail to take a realistic approach to 
what it takes to operate what In 
some cases are multimillion-dollar 
nonprofit entities. "We are moving to 
chapter 2, from ACT UP to grow up, 
in a political movement," says Sheri- 
dan, a former political staffer who 
was the key player in the creation of 
the Ryan White Act, the law that fun- 
nels federal money to local AIDS or- 
ganizations. "We organized in a cri- 
sis, and the activists were useful in 
advancing an agenda, but that 
doesn't work anymore." 

Several executive directors of the 
nation's largest ADS service organi- 
zations contend that they're keeping 
the costs of doing business as low as 
possible. But finding good people to 
do the work takes competitive 
salaries. And raising money to fund 
the operations requires money to be 
spent. "It's very appropriate that 
those questions be asked," says 
Christen when confronted with the 
criticisms that have been leveled 
against her and the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, which had a $16- 
million budget in fiscal 1996. "The 
moment we stop being responsive or 
the moment we start being rigid and 
inflexible is the moment we should 
close our doors. " 

But Christen, who suffered the in- 
dignity of having soiled cat litter 
dumped on her last October by AIDS 
activists seeking to dramatize the no- 
tion that she was a "fat cat," says 
that just as she's willing to listen to 
criticism, her opponents need to lis- 
ten and honestly evaluate the an- 
swers. "They have a preconceived 
idea of what the answers should be," 
she says. 

For example, critics fault the foun- 
dation for not spending more of its 
funds on housing assistance for peo- 
ple with AIDS. The city has a waiting 
hst of nearly 3,000 individuals who 
need financial assistance to maintain 
housing, yet the foundation can give 
housing subsidies to only 142 house- 
holds. Foundation officials say that 
means that, all told, they provide 
1,100 people writh some form of hous- 
ing aid. But the solution is more com- 
plex than just funding more housing 
vouchers. Christen argues. In an ex- 
pensive and tight real estate market 
like San Francisco's, it involves a 
long-term solution such as building 
designated housing. 

Then there's the issue of top 
salaries. Christen in 1995 made 



$131,000, a salary comparable to 
those of her peers at other big-city or- 
ganizations. Petrelis believes she 
should take a pay cut and divert the 
leftovers to pay for AIDS drugs. 
Michael wrants a cap imposed so that 
the executive director of any AIDS or- 
ganization would make no more than 
90% of the salary of the highest elect- 
ed public official in that area. 

"I would describe that as a very 
poor bargain," Jim Graham, execu- 
tive director of the Whitman-Walker 
Clinic in Washington, D.C., says of 
the call to take money from Christen's 
salary and use it to buy drugs. "She is 
a remarkable leader." 

Mark Robinson, executive director 
of New York City's Gay Men's Health 
Crisis, which juggles a nearly $31-mil- 
hon budget, acknowledges that his 
and the other AIDS service organiza-

tions are ripe for criticism. "Every- 
body who comes into contact with 
AIDS organizations has very strong 
opinions on what they should be 
doing," Robinson says. "Those opin- 
ions are very heartfelt, almost self- 
righteous." 

But while Robinson understands 
the frustration of the groups' critics, 
he attempts to place the current flap 
over management into context. "The 
epidemic has made so many people 
angry for so long," he says. "I wish 
we had a clearer idea right now of 
where most resources should be 
going, but we don't. We're in this 
middle phase," he adds, referring to 
the fight for dollars to pay for expen- 
sive new drugs, provide the support 
care needed to administer the thera- 
pies, and fund administration. "We're 
trying to balance all those needs." ■

t's like opening up a free- 
beer place next to where an 
H Alcoholics Anonymous 
meeting congregates, " says 
Jose Orta, an AIDS activist 
who opposes the opening of gay bath- 
houses in Austin, Tex., calling them po- 
tential "HTV incubation factories." To 
put it mildly, his position has drawn fire. 

"I've had people give me the finger," 
he says. "I've had people call me 
names: 'sex nazi,' 'faggot hater,' 'old 
queen who can't get anything at the 
bathhouse and that's why you want to 
shut it down.' " 

But the opening of two bathhouses 
since September has also sparked a 
genuine debate in Austin, the state 
capital and perhaps Texas's most pro- 
gressive city. It's a debate that, having 
become already familiar in larger cities 
like New York and San Francisco, is 
now taking hold elsewhere as AIDS ac- 
tivists nationwide confront continuing 
high rates of HIV infection. Some say it 



will become more 
common as other 
bathhouses open 
in midsize cities 
throughout Amer- 
ica's heartland. 

On one side are 
those who, like 
Orta, fear that fel- 
low gay men are 
slipping back into 
behaviors that led 
the community 
into the darkness 
of AIDS in the late 
'70s and early 
'80s: unsafe sex, 
particularly with 
multiple partners. 
Orta, the former 
head of Informe-SIDA, a nonprofit AIDS 
education organization in Austin, wor- 
ries that the bathhouses pose a particu- 
lar danger to men who are struggling 
with their sexuality, providing them 
with an easy way to make unwise 
choices about sex. His fears are rooted

partly in his own ex- 
periences: He be- 
lieves he was infect- 
ed with HIV when 
he visited bathhous- 
es as a closeted gay 
man in the '80s. 

The other side 
includes some fel- 
low AIDS educa- 
tors such as Oscar 
Lopez, a former city 
health-program 
specialist who be- 
came head of In- 
foime-SIDA in Feb- 
ruary, after Orta left 
the post because of 
declining health. 
Lopez believes that 
AIDS activists should focus not on 
closing the bathhouses but on getting 
people to follow safer-sex practices. 

"Our mission is not to be deciding 
where they are having sex," he says. 
"That's none of our business." Bath-

One approach is to "hit hard, 
hit early." Because we now 
have new information about 
how quickly the HIV virus 
replicates (or reproduces itself) 
from the very outset of infec- 
tion, some experts believe that 
treatment should begin as an 
attack with the most intensive 
therapy possible. They feel that 
eliminating as much of the 
vims as possible as quickly as 
possible is the most important 
consideration. 

...or develop a 
seaieocioo strategy? 

However, many other experts 
feel that successful long-term 
HIV therapy requires more 
than strong medicine. These 
experts believe that a life- 
long treatment plan for HIV 
disease should include thera- 
pies that not only work, but 
which you can live with, as 
well. Since "drug holidays" 
can contribute to treatment 
failure, they are concerned that 
the side effects and demanding 



dosing schedules of some 

anti-HIV drugs could cause 
people to skip doses or take 
less than the proper amount 
of their medicine. While the 
risk posed by drug-resistant 
strains of HIV is not completely 
known, HIV specialists are also 
concerned that, if resistance 
develops to drugs used early 
in therapy, the virus could 
become less sensitive to future 
treatments too. 

Therefore, they recommend 
sequencing combinations of 
drugs, based on a number of 
factors, including an individ- 
ual's symptoms, CD4 cell count 
and blood-level of HIV, previous 
treatments, lifestyle and future 
therapeutic options. 
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The goal of therapy is staying 
healthy for as long as possible, 
and. over the long run, you'll 
use many different regimens. 
How do you plan effectively? 

You and your health care 
professional should design 
a personal treatment strategy. 
You'll need to look at the 
overall picture and develop 
a regimen based on your 
needs and your condition 
at different times. A regimen 
should be chosen based on 
several factors: 

• Efficacy (effectiveness, how 
well it works) 

• Tolerability (safety, risk of 
side effects) 

• Convenience (how well the 
dosing fits with your lifestyle) 

• Drug interactions (whether it 
can be used with other med- 
ications you may be taking) 



• Sequencing (the expectation 
that there will be another 
drug to turn to as your 
needs change) 

Only by taking into consideration 
all the criteria can an effective, 
long-term HIV treatment 
strategy be developed.

gues, by providing a central location 
where they can reach out to gay men, 
especially those who are closeted and 
who might otherwise be having sex 
with other men in public parks or adult 
bookstores and theaters — places where 
there is little or no safer-sex education. 
Says Lopez: "It's a whole new opportu- 
nity for us to work with men we 
haven't been able to get to at our other 
venues." 

Not surprisingly, that argument gets 
support from Mike Zappas, a Los Ange- 
les-area businessman who co-owns 
Austin's Midtowne Spa, which opened 
last summer, along with two other such 
clubs in Dallas and Houston. "There is 
nothing that takes place at Midtowne 
that doesn't take place in every hotel," 
Zappas says, adding that Midtowne 
provides safer-sex kits and information 
for its customers and has hosted fund- 
raising events to benefit AIDS preven- 
tion organizations. 

Indeed, Orta says he has relaxed his 
opposition to Midtowne because the 
club's management has taken such 
steps. He continues, however, to mar- 
shal opposition to another bathhouse. 
Alternative Clubs Inc., which opened in 
February. John Baley, a leading in- 
vestor in the Austin ACI and one in San 
Antonio, argues that Orta should mind 
his own business. 

"It's not right for an individual [to 
be) standing off to the side, making de- 
cisions for other people," says Baley, 
who insists on calling his facility, which 
includes weight-lifting equipment, a 
health club and not a bathhouse. 
"Maybe adult American citizens can 
decide for themselves." 

Other critics say that publicizing the 
bathhouse issue plays into the hands of 
powerful antigay forces in Texas and 
elsewhere. They argue that bathhouse 
opponents, whether gay or straight, are 
engaging in attacks on sexual liberty in 
general and on gay sex in particular. 

The issue of gay men's sexual free- 
dom quickly came to the fore last year 
in San Francisco when openly gay city 
supervisor Tom Ammiano proposed 
legislation that would have regulated 
the city's numerous sex clubs. Al- 
though city officials closed San Francis- 
co's bathhouses in 1984 in reaction to 
the first wave of the AIDS epidemic, 
they have allowed sex clubs to operate,

in part because, unlike bathhouses, sex 
clubs do not provide facilities for pri- 
vate sexual activity. Instead the sex 
clubs subscribe to voluntary guidelines 
that include forbidding locked doors 
and private areas where patrons might 
engage in unprotected anal sex, provid- 
ing safer-sex materials, and monitoring 
patrons to stop unsafe sex. 

Sex club owners nonetheless com- 
plained of occasional raids by city au- 
thorities, including the poUce and fire 
departments. It was in part to provide 
the clubs with protection from such ha- 
rassment that Ammiano proposed to 
regulate them. Many sex club owners 
supported the regulatory measure, 
which was also backed by the city's 
health department. 

But when the proposal became pub- 
lic, it was denounced as a threat to sex- 
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play in the gay-male culture 
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ual freedom. "Gay men do not need 
more governmental interference in our 
sex lives," stated activist Michael 
Petrelis. Indeed, the debate resulted in 
some activists calling for a reopening of 
bathhouses in San Francisco. In the end 
the proposed measure went nowhere 
when Mayor Willie Brown said he 
would rather the city's health depart- 
ment simply monitor sex clubs' compli- 
ance with the existing guidelines. 

Moves to open bathhouses in the 
'90s reflect "a desire not to allow AIDS 
to roll back the gains of the gay sexual 
revolution," says Gabriel Rotello, an 
author and activist whose forthcoming 
book. Sexual Ecology: AIDS and the 
Destiny of Gay Men, studies the epi- 
demiology of AIDS, including the role 
the bathhouse culture of the '70s and 
early '80s played in helping HIV deci- 
mate the gay community. But Rotello — 
who believes bathhouses and sex 
clubs should be strictly monitored to 
prohibit patrons from engaging in un- 
safe sex — worries that too many peo- 
ple have placed a higher value on indi- 
vidual freedom than on protecting the 
community as a whole from a disease 
that threatens to destroy it. "In ecolo- 
gy," he says, "we have learned that 
libertarian concerns can be and must 
be superseded when you're talking 
about polluting the community for 
everybody. " 

Raising the stakes, says Rotello, are 
strains of HIV now carried by a signifi- 
cant percentage of gay men that ap- 
pear to be resistant to available medi- 
cines, even the promising protease 
inhibitors, which have shown — so far — 
a remarkable ability to help suppress 
the virus in some patients. A renais- 
sance of the bathhouse culture would 
only encourage the wider prevalence of 
these drug-resistant strains. "If you re- 
constitute those viral highways, those 
will be the strains that are chosen by 
evolution," Rotello says. "And if that 
happens, then God help us." 

It's a debate that's uiilikely to result 
in consensus anytime soon. In Austin, 
Orta says that although the stress from 
the controversy has taken a toll on his 
health, he doesn't regret taking a stand 
on the issue. "Once I tested positive, 
one of my jobs was to stem the spread 
of HIV," he says. "And I took the only 
stand that I could live with. " ■ 
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Oay themes again 
become the foens 
of a pitched battle 
over federal 
funding of the arts 




Once again the National En- 
dowment for the Arts is 
under attack. And once again 
it is projects with a clear gay 
and lesbian bent that are in- 
flaming conservatives on Capitol Hill. 

"I was shocked that taxpayer 
money had been used to support the 
production of this film," wrote Rep. 
Peter Hoekstra in a January 16 letter 
to NEA chairwoman Jane Alexander. 
The film in question — Cheryl Dunye's 
award-winning The Wateimelon 
Woman — is one of several gay- and 
lesbian-themed works cited by the 
Michigan Republican as evidence of 
"the serious possibility that taxpayer 
money is being used to fimd the pro- 
duction and distribution of patently of- 
fensive and possibly pornographic 
movies." Hoekstra says he plans to 
delve into the NEA's operations with 
hearings later this year. 

At risk is the agency's very exis- 
tence. After years of bashing the 
agency when Democrats controlled 
Congress, Republicans shifted to a 
more direct strategy of attempting to 
dismantle it when they assumed the 
majority in 1995. When lawmakers 
were handing out dollars last year, they 
gave the NEA a $99.5-million appropri- 



ation—a far cry from its top appropria- 
tion of nearly $176 million in fiscal 1992. 
House Republicans thought it would be 
the last pot of money the NEA would 
get; they expected to kill the agency 
during the fiscal 1998 budget cycle. 

The difference this time, however, is 
that it seems President Clinton is will- 
ing to spend political capital to save the 
agency. "Instead of cutting back on our 
modest efforts to support the arts and 
himaanities, 1 believe we should stand 
by them," Clinton said during his State 
of the Union address February 4. And 
on February 25 Hillary Rodham Clinton 
said that the president wants Congress 
to spend more on the arts and humani- 
ties even as he moves toward a bal- 
anced budget. "It's something we feel 
very strongly about," she said. 

In his own fiscal 1998 budget, Clin- 
ton is proposing spending $136 million 
for the NEA. So far. Republicans are 
being cautious with their response. 
"It's a new Congress, and we have to 
look at what the will of this majority 
is," says Barbara Wairmian, a top aide 
to Rep. Ralph Regula, an Ohio Repub- 
lican. Regula is chairman of the House 
appropriations subcommittee, which 
has jurisdiction over the NEA. 

Meanwhile, Hoekstra and his ^ 
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allies are on the warpath, and they're 
finding ammunition in the 25th an- 
niversary catalog of Women Make 
Movies Inc., an independent producer 
and distributor of films and videotapes 
that received about $112,700 in NEA 
grants over three years. Besides The 
Watermelon Woman, Hoekstra's letter 
cites catalog listings for Seventeen 
Rooms, a comedy about what lesbians 
do in bed; Ten Cents a Dance, a three- 
part film that includes a segment de- 
picting anonymous bathroom sex be- 
tween two men; and BloodSisters, a

look at the lesbian S/M community. 

"I do not believe the above videos, as 
described, are the type of 'art' Congress 
intended to fund through the NEA," 
Hoekstra said in the letter. "In fact, 
these listings have the appearance of a 
veritable 'taxpayer funded peep show.' " 

A spokesman for Hoekstra said that 
what made the projects objectionable 
wasn't gay themes but depictions of 
explicit sex. Indeed, one reviewer de- 
scribed The Watermelon Woman as 
having "the hottest dyke sex scene 
ever recorded on celluloid." 

To ward off such criticism, the NEA 
restructured itself last year so that 
rather than giving funding to arts 
groups to spend on a variety of proj- 
ects, it now awards grants for specific 
projects. Still, critics will be looking 
closely in April when the NEA an- 
nounces most of its grants for 1997 to 
see if "objertionable" items continue 
to receive funds. 

And just as those grants are an- 
nounced, committees in the House 
and Senate will be meeting to deter- 
mine how much — if any — money the 
NEA should get in fiscal 1998. "For 
the NEA, it's a life-and-death battle," 
says Matthew Freeman, senior vice 
president of People for the American 
Way, a Washington, D.C.-based civil 
rights group. "If it ends up being a 
battle where the only troops brought 
to the battlefield are from right-wing 
organizations, then the NEA is going 
to be in for a difficult fight." ■

IN THE ANNALS OF UNLIKELY COUPLES WE HAVE SUCH PRIME 

specimens as Ethel Merman and Ernest Borgnine, Eliz- 
abeth Taylor and Larry Fortensky, Laurence Olivier 
and Darmy Kaye — but nothing beats the bizarre pair- 
ing CBS offered us late the other night: Tom Snyder 
and Little Richard. For many of us who trrnied teen in 
the early '60s, Little Richard was our starter queen, the 
first flamboyant gay figure of our Uves. He may not 
have been open, but he was open all night. 

Richard was my hero because he didn't seem to 
give a damn and I felt he was of my generation. Liber- 
ace was also around, but he was already a favorite of 
old ladies. Little Richard was funky (only we didn't call 
it that then), and he was a rocker. "Rhythm and 
blues and gospel had a baby 
they named it rock and roll.' 
founding father of the bas- 
tard, but you'd be hard- 
pressed to find a stranger 
father figure, except may- 
be for Michael Jackson. 

Tom Snyder is, of course, a genuine father 
figure. SUver-maned, jacketed and tied, filled 
with cozy reminiscences of his early days in 
broadcasting — I keep wondering when 
they're going to bring him his slippers 
and his pipe. 

You would think that a character 
like Little Richard, a person who even 
at his height of success was always 
somewhat on the fringe, would strike a character like 
Tom Snyder as just a little too lavender for serious con- 
sideration. Even though Tom has always been pretty 
evenhanded and nonjudgmental when it comes to gay 
guests, his positive giddiness over Little Richard was 
the kind of unexpected bonus you get for staying up 
late for no reason. He was full of questions, some of 
them standard stuff that allowed Richard to tell his 
time-honored stories about how he taught the 
Beatles and the Stones to shriek and wail 
But Tom dug a little deeper as well. 

Politically, Little Richard has always 
been something of a worry. He never 
really declared himself until, in the af- 
termath of a bad auto accident some 
years ago, he became bom-again 
and took to bellowing on reli- 
gious TV shows things like "If 
God can cure an old home-a- 
setual like me, he can 
cure you too!" 

Fortunately, the

cure did not involve a makeover. The Theda Bara eye- 
liner, Norma Desmond turban, and Gabor sisters jewel- 
ry remained firmly in place. By the time he was start- 
ing to be revered on award shows and at White House 
receptions, the Little Richard style was embedded in 
the sands of time like the Sphinx. It has become so 
much a part of popular culture that it's difficult to fath- 
om how threatening and scary it must have been to be 
a Little Richard back in the '50s. This was what Tom 
Snyder wanted to know about. 

"I was like Forrest Gump," Richard laughed, "I 
could run faster than any of 'em. " But weren't you tak- 
ing your life in your hands, wearing makeup and 
rhinestone-studded capes and a bouffant hairdo? 
Little Richard looked surprised. Actually, no. The 
truth was, he revealed, the more feminine he 
looked, the easier it was to work. Tom seemed 
totally nonplussed. What 
do you mean? "Well— 
they weren't afraid to 
have me around the white 
women, " Richard said with a big 
grease-penciled grin. "They fig- 
ured I couldn't do them no harm. 
James Brown — they were afraid 
to have him around. He looked like he might go 
off with one of those gals." 

This was a thought that had evidently 
never occurred to Tom. Never occurred to 
me either, but then I didn't grow up black in 
the '50s in Macon, Ga. I just assumed Little 
Richard did all those things because he 
could. That's why people go into show business: Ex- 
treme cases have to be somebody else all the time, on- 
stage and off. And Little Richard is almost the defini- 
tion of extreme. 

I had always thought Richard had figured out very 
early on how to live la vie fabuleuse, how to be who he 
wanted to be without bending himself too 
much out of shape. But now he tells me 
there was another kind of calculation at 
work — what we have now come to call 
the Race Card — that this was the real 
reason the Little Richard persona was 
created. But why has he held on to it for 
40 years? In an age when pop icons 
shed their images virtually every sea- 
son like reptiles. Little Richard has 
had his hermetically sealed to his 
body, to keep all the 
tricks of the trade 
safely locked away. 
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So much attention has been paid to 
eminent gay author David Leavitt's 
early success and to the lawsuit over 
his last novel that we've come to for- 
get the principal reason for his 
renown. Arkansas, his new collection of three 
novellas, reminds us that Leavitt is among 
our best American writers, gay or straight. 

This new work of fiction, his first since the 
scandal siirrounding 1993's While England 
Sleeps, also reaffirms Leavitt's knack for stir- 
ring up trouble — this time writh Esquire mag- 
azine. Reportedly spooked by Leavitt's in- 
your-face gay prose, Esquire editor in chief 
Ed Kosner yanked "The Term Paper Artist," 
one of the book's stories, from the magazine's 
April issue. The action was so last-minute 
that Arkansa^s 35,000-copy first printing was 
shipped to bookstores still carrying claims 
that the book had been excerpted in Esquire. 
Kosner came under a storm of criticism. Es- 
quire firtion editor Will Blythe resigned in 
protest. And Leavitt's name was suddenly in 



the gossip columns once again. 

It's ironic that "The Term Paper Artist" 
should be at the center of such a controversy: 
The story is an impudent satirical portrait of a 
writer who's recovering from mistreatment by 
the media and by his colleagues in publish- 
ing. "The whole experience has just added 
another layer to the story," Leavitt says, 
laughing. "It's even more ironic considering 
that it's being reported on by journalists who, 
for the most part, haven't read the book. " 

In his first interview with a national gay 
magazine since the Esquire meltdown, Lea- 
vitt admits he's perplexed that Kosner would 
puU the plug on "The Term Paper Artist" 
after the editor's initial enthusiasm over the 
piece. "I heard early on that Kosner was ex- 
cited about the story, " Leavitt says ►

Of course, all this negative media 
attention could actually boost Lea- 
vitt's sales. And readers who buy 
Arkansas to see what the fuss is 
about may decide that Kosner has 
done them a favor. In these contempo- 
rary tales, we meet an author whose 
fictional voice has grown stronger, 
more resonant. Leavitt's prose is more 
vibrant and descriptive, and the cyni- 
cism of his early work has been re- 
placed by sad wisdom. There's a the- 
matic shift as well. Leavitt has 
stepped away from tales of family and 
moved instead to affecting stories of 
exile and rejuvenation. Even the title, 
culled from a quote attributed to 
Oscar Wilde ("I should like to flee like 
a wounded heart into Arkansas"), is a 
tribute to escape. 

Predictably, the most engaging of 
these three stories is the one Esquire 
nixed. "The Term Paper Artist" pro- 
vides a first look at Leavitt's keen tal- 
ent for satire. Moreover, it gives him a 
much-deserved final word on the 
whole mess regarding While England 
Sleeps. That novel, a love story about 
two Englishmen caught up in the 
Spanish Civil War, came under fire 
when he was sued by Sir Stephen 
Spender, the British poet whose auto- 
biography served as a source for 
Leavitt's story. In "The Term Paper 
Artist," Leavitt places himself center 
stage in a story about a writer named 
David Leavitt who's been sued by an 
English poet over a novel that is partly 
based on the poet's life. 

This ironic tale builds from droll 
commentary on an unfortunate inci-

dent in a writer's life to a brilliant bur- 
lesque of Leavitt's rather grave repu- 
tation and of writers in general. The 
David Leavitt in the story spends 
hours every day at the library at the 
University of California, Los Angeles, 
supposedly researching a novel. In- 
stead he reads bad reviews of While 
England Sleeps in last year's periodi- 
cals and looks "every day to see if 
anyone. . .might have checked out one 
of my books. (No one had; I took the 
occasion to autograph them.)" Eventu- 
aUy, in a twist that's both hilarious 
and shrewd, he overcomes his writer's 
block by perming term papers for male 
UCLA undergrads in exchange for sex. 

I imagine scholars and critics will 
deride Leavitt's self-absorption and 
sense of entitlement for taking one 
last shot at Spender and his champi- 
ons. But to dismiss this story's arro- 
gant construct, one must first overlook 
its crafty himiility and curming humor. 
Anyway, Leavitt is merely exercising 
his well-earned right to defend him- 
self against the countless brickbats 
that greeted his last novel. That he 
does so with such grace and good 
humor is a further tribute to his talent. 

The other stories here also draw 
from Leavitt's life. "The Wooden An- 
niversary," in which Leavitt revives 
characters from the title story of 
1990's A Place I've Never Been, is set 
in Italy. This time out, protagonists 
Nathan and Celia compete for the at- 
tentions of the same man (another of 
Leavitt's callow, sex-driven Italian 
brutes — hasn't he met any nice men 
over there?) in a magical story of feal- 
ty and friendship. 

"Saturn Street," a stirring story of a 
courtship between a homebound 
AIDS patient and his caregiver, is set 
on Leavitt's erstwhile home turf of Los 
Angeles. An explicitly emotional ac- 
count of a discordant relationship, it 
also includes a splendid spoof of that 
city's radio talk maven Dr. Laura 
Schlessinger. 

Each of these stories displays the 
talents upon which Leavitt has built 
his career. His sharply observant 
prose, smart use of language, and wry 
virisdom make ArJcansas his best work 
since his briUiant, much-underrated 
second novel. Equal Affections. Per- 
haps now, with the publication of 
these fine stories, those critics who 
have dogged Leavitt with gossipy, 
moralistic sermons about dead poets 
will instead take note of his praise- 
worthy evolution. ■

Elaine is a fast-track professional 
whose on-the-job successes are 
linked to her nightly trysts with a 
demanding dominatrix named

Out of the Blue: Russia's Hidden Gay 
Literature, edited by Kevin Moss 
(Gay Sunshine, $19.95)

Decades of Soviet censorship have 
kept most Russian gay literature 
under wraps. This ambitious collec- 
tion of Russian poetry and prose tries 
to remedy that 
shortage. Unfortu- 
nately, it ends up 
creating a different 
literary deficit. 
While Out of the 
Blue provides an 
exhaustive histori- 
cal study of gay. 
gay-friendly, and homoerotic writing, 
it offers little worth reading. 

It's nice to know that Tolstoy occa- 
sionally hankered after boys, but his 
journal entries here are as dry as 
dust. And why is Aleksandr Pushkin, 
a 19th-century author and notorious 
heterosexual, included? 

Much of the contemporary writing 
is flabby and colorless. "The Phone 
Call," a short story by K.E. (a pseudo- 
nym for Ella K., itself a pseudonym) is 
littered with ellipses leading 
nowhere. And Yevgeny Kharitonov's 
stupefying "The Oven" chronicles 
nothing at all in paragraphs that are 
pages long. Even the cover art, fea- 
turing photos of naked Russian beef- 
cake posing with plastic flowers and 
a plaster bust of some Russian au- 
thor or another, is lifeless and embar- 
rassing. If blue is Russian slang for 
gay, one wonders after reading this 
collection, what is Russian slang for 
monotonous ■ 
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enetic engineering is scary stuff 
Imagine, if you will, a world in 
I which parents "design" their 
own children in vitro or, 
lacking that option, choose 
to abort a child whose predeter- 
mined sex, hair color, or sexual per- 
suasion is viewed as undesirable. 

That's the not-so-distant premise 
that playwright Jonathan 
Tolins introduced in Twi- 
light of the Golds, the 
story of an affluent Jew- 
ish family whose grown 
daughter, married to a 
geneticist, discovers 
that the male fetus 
she's carrying is 
marked by a "queer" 
chromosome. 

Instead of knitting 
lavender booties and 
decorating the nursery in 
taupe, Suzarme Stein begins 
contemplating abortion. Her 
brother is gay, and she's seen 
firsthand the ostracism, lone- 
liness, and fear of AIDS and 
gay-bashers that he's en- 
dured. Mom and dad agree 
with her choice, avoid dis- 
cussing the dilemma with her 
brother, then alienate him alto- 
gether by admitting that they 
too might have taken the same 
step had the choice been theirs. I 

Despite the play's negative re- 
ception on Broadway in 1993, 
which was preceded by runs in San 
Francisco; Pasadena, Calif.; and 
Washington, D.C., Twilight of the 





Golds is now a made-for-cable movie, scheduled 
for broadcast on Showtime. The senior Golds 
are played by executive producer Garry 
Marshall and Faye Dunaway — an inter- 
k esting choice in the case of Marshall, 
' who's convincing as a tennis-playing, 
emotionally discharged executive, but a 
bizane one in the case of Dunaway, who 
delivers her lines with an exaggerat- 
ed Lainie Kazan-style Jewish 
accent at random moments 
before reverting to her man- 
nered, fluttery quaver.

ing off decades of homophobia and 
finding the compassion within.

that it shortchanges all the queer boys 
and girls who, lacking approval or sup- 
port, are forced to improvise their own 
means of psychic survival. 

Tolins was in his early 20s when he 
wrote Twilight— a gift to his family, 
perhaps?— and he tosses in any num- 
ber of cliches ("It's never too late for 
your own family," papa Gold pleads). 
Instead of visualizing or suggesting the 
emotional shadings in his characters, 
Tolins runs them through a series of ex- 
plicit confrontations, spelling out every- 
thing in boldface until he exhausts all 
possible points of view. This isn't 
drama— it's ideological Ping-Pong. ■

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Breaking the Surface: The Greg 
Louganis Story, directed by Steven 
Stern (USA Network, premieres 
March 19, check local listings)

If you're expecting Breaking the 
Surface: The Greg Louganis Story 
to be the male version of 1995's 
classy telefilm Serving in Silence: 
The Margarethe CammeTmeyer 
Story, expect the worst. Debuting 
March 19 on the USA cable network, 
this tawdry made-for-TV version of 
Louganis's autobi- 
ography is an 
undignified 
retelling of the 
Olympian's story. 

The film traces 
Louganis's life, 
from his child- 
hood as the 
adopted son of an 
abusive father 
(Michael Murphy) 
through his strug- 
gle as the victim 
of an abusive 
lover (Jeff Meek). 
In between these 
tragic landmarks 
are the diver's acknowledgment of 
his homosexuality and the discovery 
of his own HIV-positive status. 

Three actors play the diver at vari- 
ous stages of his life, with Saved by 
the Bell's Mario Lopez as the adult 
Greg. Lopez is believable in the role, 
if only because of his near-perfect 
build and a vocal cadence that eerily 
mimics Louganis's. But the actor's 
strengths can't carry the film. 

Directed by Steven Stem, Surface 
cuts back and forth between authen- 
tic Olympic footage of the real 
Louganis to fictional footage of 
Louganis's movie parents applaud- 
ing him from the grandstands. It's 
totally unconvincing and one of the 
cheesiest displays of editing ever 
broadcast on television. Of course, 
editing alone could not have saved 
this amateurish project. But if none 
of this bothers you, dive in. ■

Can you actually be a lesbian and not 
think Suzanne Westenhoefer is hilari- 
ous? I doubt it. In fact, she's funny no 
matter who you are, which may explain 
how the blond comic, who started with 
a three-minute routine in a New York 
piano bar, wound up as the first out lesbian to get 
her own HBO comedy special. Westenhoefer has 
been touring like mad for the past several years, 
building a devoted gay and lesbian following in 
the process. Now she's released her first comedy 
CD, Nothing in My Qoset But My Clothes. 

Recorded live last October, Nothing in My 
Closet covers the really meaningful lesbian is- 
sues — girlfriends, mothers, pets — and even 
delves into the uneasy bond between lesbians 
and purses. Westenhoefer's timing is fierce: She 
had me laughing out loud 
alone in my apartment. 

I especially love Westen- 
hoefer's tales of life with her 
very nonverbal girlfriend (al- 
though I don't know how 
she gets away with it and 
stays in the rela- 
tionship).

Westenhoefer's family, the girlfiiend clams up for 
the entire weekend— until she glances into a mir- 
ror and dies, "I look like a bucket of fuck! " just as 
Westenhoefer's mother walks by. 

Then there's "The Martina Story," a blow-by- 
blow account of how a starstruck Westenhoefer 
interviewed her ideal love goddess, Martina 
Navratilova, for The Advocate. "Did I ever tell 
you about the time I sat in Martina's lap at an 
Elton John concert next to Billie Jean King?" 
Westenhoefer begins. It sounds like a joke, but 
you soon reahze she did just that. And she's 
eager to share every detail, as if you'd been invit- 
ed to her slumber party. Her unabashed every- 
dyke perspective is endearing. It's also a hoot. 

Although she's out, loud, gay, and proud, 
Westenhoefer is just as entertaining on non- 
queer subjects. She has an urmerving ability to 
make you think she's going to say something re- 
ally tasteless, but she stops just before she gets 
there and surprises you writh something else en- 
tirely. It's classy and, most important, furmy. "I

Por the past 35 years vibraphonist 
Gary Burton has been admired in 
the jazz mainstream as a "musi- 
cian's musician" whose lyricism has 
broadened the expressive range of 
his instrument. For gays and les- 
bians, however, Burton has a special impor- 
tance: He's one of the few openly gay players 
in the world of jazz. 

Burton's new album, Departure, finds the 
musician moving from ECM Records to the 
Concord Jazz label. For the occasion, he's as- 
sembled a quintet with longtime jazz col- 
leagues performing under the collective 
name of Gary Burton and Friends. To- 
gether they produce a mixed bag of 



that manages to be both newfangled and old- 
fashioned. It's as if, before exploring his future, 
Burton felt compelled to revisit his past. 

That past covers a lot of territory, going back 
to when Burton was a teenager playing coun- 
try music, believe it or not. After switching to 
jazz, he played with pianist George Shearing as 
well as legendary saxophonist Stan Getz. Later 
Burton fronted several cutting-edge groups of 
his own: In the late '60s he helped usher in the 
jazz-rock hybrid called fusion. Since then Bur- 
ton has continued to evolve. In recent years 
he's been best known for his work on ECM, 
which specializes in deeply lyrical, almost med- 
itative recordings. 

With Departure Burton breaks his pensive 
pattern to look backward to a particular time in 
his own musical development. The album's 
piano-vibes-guitar sound is much like the one 
he learned as a young 
man playing writh Shear- 
ing in 1963. Helping Bur- 
ton reproduce that 
sound here are John 
Scofield on guitar, Peter 
Erskine on drums, and 
John Patitucci on bass. 
Rounding out the group 
is openly gay pianist

music that's pleasant but 
somehow less interesting and 
less involving than Burton's 
earlier work. 

Is Departure an accurate 

title for this release? Yes, but 
in a curiously retro way. Bur- 
ton has long performed con- 
temporary compositions; here he returns to 
several jazz standards of the '40s and '50s, 
reimagining them with a big, smooth sound 




Hersch, who is also open about 
his HIV-positive status, helped 
Burton come out in the jazz com- 
munity in the early '90s. Burton 
sought out the pianist's advice 
and moral support before he took 
the plunge. Their creative ex- 
changes have continued since; 
Burton has guested on Hersch's 
albums, and now Hersch returns 
the favor. These two out musi- 
cians and their friends play and 
share in a natural, unforced way. 
They enjoy each other, and it 
shows throughout this album. 
In fact, they occasionally force their high 
spirits on the material inappropriately. For ex- 
ample, Burton sets a medium-fast tempo on ►

Kurt Weill's "September Song," which 
starts the album. It may have been 
fun to play it that way, but the fa- 
mously melancholy piece ends up 
sounding incongruously upbeat. The 
group more successfully covers "For 
All We Know" and "Tenderly," with 
seamless solos everywhere. 

Burton's band really kicks in on the 
last three times, all of which are blues 
or blues-based. Their renditions of 
"Theme From 'Frasier,' " Mel Torme's 
"Bom to Be Blue," and Horace Silver's 
"Ecaroh" show the depth of which 
Burton and friends are capable, with 
gorgeous solos and spectacular team- 
work. They also pull together on 
"Depk," by Duke Ellington and gay 
composer Billy Strayhorn. (And how 
often do we get to hear two out gay 
jazz players tear into the music of a 
great gay tunesmith?) 

The level of this group's musician- 
ship guarantees that Departure has 
its pleasures. Yet the album might 
better have been titled Transition. 
Will this blast from the past lead to 
somettiing fresh and new on Burton's 
next recording? We'll have to wait 
and see. ■

Power lesbians 



Sexpod. Goddess Blues (Slab) 
Reviewed by Cathay Che 

If you've never heard the rock 
anthems of the all-female East 
Coast band Sexpod, the faintly 
granola title of its first full-length 
album might lead you to expect tra- 
ditional "women's music." On the 
other hand, if you already know the 
band's work — like its sex-and-death 
rant "Foot on the Gas" from the 
sound track of Escape From L.A.—

you may be surprised by the melod- 
ic touches on this new release. 

Sexpod's songs are radically fem- 
inist, with many imaginative odes 
to lesbian lust. (Two of the three 
band members are lesbian, though 
they aren't saying who.) What's 
missing, thankfully, is the droning 
mediocrity with which this subject 
is sometimes delivered. 

In the title track the seductive 
voice of the goddess comes 
through throaty lead singer Karyn 
Kuhl, whose emotive vocals smooth 
over the rough edges of bass player 
Alice Genese and incredibly charis- 
matic drummer Tia Sprocket. As 
for the blues, in this case they're 
inspired by the struggle to redefine 
female power. Other tracks, such as 
"Emily" and "Dirty Girl," take on 
the subjects of past lives and love 
addiction with pleasing lyrical rage. 

At their best the women of Sex- 
pod (which, according to Kuhl, 
means a "womblike sonic realm 
created by sex-music vibrations") 
make dizzying and erotic music 
with raw riffs and a lot of soul. It's 
a sound that queercore punk fans 
might find a touch "soft." But its 
commercial potential marks this 
talented trio as a band to watch. ■

Classical heat 

Michael Tilson Thomas and the 
New World Symphony. Alma 
Brasileira! (RCA Red Seal)

Brazilian soul is the translated title 
of this record, but the music im- 
mediately appeals to more-tangible 
parts of the anatomy. Conductor 
Michael Tilson Thomas's survey of 
the orchestral works of Heitor Villa- 
Lobos, the first from a major label in 
years devoted to the late Brazilian 
master, is as colorful as a South 
Beach sunset and as spicy and sub- 
stantia] as a home-cooked feijoada. 

Behind all those exotic soimds lies 
an exquisitely attuned and famously 
sophisticated musical sensibility. 
Villa-Lobos (1887-1959) was as 
much inspired by the contrapuntal 
genius of Bach as by the wealth of 
musical material of his native Brazil 
(hence the series of Bachianas 
Brasileiras). And while these scores 
surge, pulsate, and dance, they re- 
tain a remarkable formal rigor. With 
the assistance of the New World 
Symphony— the superb, ten-year- 
old, Miami Beach, Fla.-based orches- 
tra — founding music director Tilson 
Thomas confers an almost rain- 
forest-like sultriness on the work. 

Of the four Bachianas Brasileiias 
recorded here, the most familiar is 
No. 5, scored for soprano and a con- 
sort of eight cellos, rendered with 
fair accuracy by Renee Fleming. Not 
to be missed is the percussive 
Chows No. 10, with its choral contri- 
bution overdubbed in London. A 
tribute to the raucous street musi- 
cians of Brazil, the piece sounds like 
Carmina Burana with cojones. ■

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We all know the movie 
tradition about het- 
ero-homo love. When 
a gay character falls 
for someone of the 
opposite sexual orientation, the gay lover gets 
the short end of the stick. That's what's so 
fresh about Chasing Amy, the third film (fol- 
lowing Clerks and Malliats) in the New Jersey 
trilogy by director Kevin Smith. Here a straight 
man falls in love with a lesbian, and wherever 
he winds up, it's not on top. Although its exe- 
cution is flawed. Smith's story is miique. With 
some wonderful jabs at gender and racial 
stereotypes. Chasing Amy eschews political 
correctness to explore sexual identity with 
more thoughtfulness than 
we've seen before, at least 
from a filmmaker who hap- 
pens to be a 26-year-old 
straight guy. 

Chasing Amy tells the 
story of het buddies- 
cum-roommates Hold- 
en (Ben Affleck) and

Banky (Jason Lee), coauthors of the 
successful cult comic book series 
Bluntman and Chronic. Holden falls 
in love with a fellow comic-book au- 
thor, Alyssa (Joey Lauren Adams), 
who, according to the film's coy production 
notes, "has set her romantic sights else- 
where." In other words, she's a big dyke. As 
the curious triangle between Holden, Banky, 
and Alyssa twists and turns, the film weaves 
between comic and heartfelt moments. 

Although Smith's dialogue tends to be card- 
board and mechanical. Chasing Amy evi- 
dences a maturation in his writing. There are 
terrific exchanges between the provincial but 
determined-to-be-hip Holden and the subtly 
self-loathing Banky, who is 
privately battling demons of 
his own. Best of all is the 
friendship of Holden and the 
flamboyantly gay Hooper 
(Dwight Ewell, from Stone- 
wall and Flirt), an 
African-American 
comic-book author ^

Mark J. Huisman writes on the arts for The New York Times and The Wlage Voice. 
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masquerading for his public as a lat- 
ter-day Black Panther. Although Hold- 
en and Hooper are opposites in many 
ways, Smith gives them a bond that's 
both joyous and moving. 

Smith underscores his themes with 
just the right tinge of desperation, the 
kind everyone (gay or straight, male 
or female) feels over finding true love 
and, sometimes, losing it. Affleck and 
Lee turn in well-rounded, gently nu- 
anced performances that are terrific to 
watch, and Ewell's work is fabulously 
dead-on. 

But the fact that some things are so 
good only makes the bad all the more 
obvious and painful. The introduction 
of Alyssa's lesbianism is a hackneyed, 
amateurish moment, played for 
laughs at the woman's expense. 
Smith may want to be fair about all 
this lesbian stuff, but that doesn't 
mean he understands it well enough 
to present it convincingly. 

Adams, to whom the hardest task 
admittedly falls, turns in a perfor- 
mance so consistently and volumi- 
nously shrill, it's as though she went 
over the top and right on down the 
cliff. The character of Alyssa begs for 
restraint; there's too little of it here. 
And the film's epilogue ending is a 
truly disappointing film-school device: 
Holden, Hanky, and Alyssa each get 
"I'm moving on" moments that, in- 
stead of conveying the intended tri- 
umph, land with a thud. 

On the whole the idea of this film 
is more successful than the film it- 
self. While at some level Chasing 
Amy is really about a man success- 
fully pursuing a woman, there's 
something thoroughly enjoyable 
about seeing male virility challenged 
so roundly, especially by some very 
heterosexual characters. And it's ter- 
rific to see straight characters grap- 
pling in a realistic way with what it 
means to be a gay person in contem- 
porary America. 

This is not a film filled with ram- 
pant political correctness or sympa- 
thetic liberal archetypes. Chasing 
Amy leads gay viewers to examine 
ourselves: If we don't mind when 
straight people fall for gay people 
(and who can blame them?), what 
makes us so hostile when someone 
who's gay sleeps with someone of the 
opposite sex? How ironic that a 
straight director should make a movie 
that reminds gays and lesbians of 
what we've been saying all along: 
Rules are meant to be broken. ■

Early in David Cronenberg's shock- 
ing new film, Crash, James Bal- 
lard (James Spader) lies in traction 
after totaling his car. His wnfe, 
Catherine (Deborah Kara Unger), 
begins to sexually arouse him while 
whispering about blood and broken 
glass. It's a typical moment in this 
bizarrely sensual film, based on J.G. 
Ballard's 1973 novel. And it's already 
caused a scandal here and abroad. 

Ballard, his 
wife, and the 
i . ml only other sur- 
vivor of Bal- 
lard's accident, 
Dr. Helen Rem- 
ington (Holly 
Hunter), en- 
twine them- 
selves v«th 
Vaughan (Elias 
Koteas), a manic 
scientist who 
restages celebri- 
ty car crashes in 
his spare time. 
Soon it's musical seat belts; Every- 
one's either trying to wreck his or 
her auto or get some action (look for 
same-sex scenes between Spader 
and Koteas and between Hunter 
and Rosarma Arquette). 

Sometimes the sex here is more 
than mesmerizing — it's liberating. 
Arquette is terrific as Vaughan's leg- 
braced protege Gabrielle, who de- 
nies herself nothing sexually, despite 
her scaned, physically altered body. 

On the surface Crash examines 
the sexual psyche of emotionally de- 
tached people. Below the surface it 
explores the mechanization of human 
emotion— it's no accident the charac- 
ters don't look at each other during 
sex. The film also demonstrates how 
the banal (cars) and the horrific (car 
accidents) can come together in a 
way that's strangely erotic. If you're 
in the market for a thrilling ride, 
buckle up and head for Crash. ■

Female Perversions, cowritten 
and directed by Susan Streitfeld 
(October Rims)

It's a challenge to adapt a nonfic- 
tion book about sex into a fiction- 
al film. Lesbian director-cowriter 
Susan Streitfeld meets the test in 
her darkly funny, absurdist adapta- 
tion of Louise J. Kaplan's Female 
PeTversions. 

The film's "perversions" — de- 
fined here as stereotypical behav- 
iors that women enact to relieve 
anxiety — show up in its characters, 
primarily Eve Stephens (the fiercely 
gutsy Tilda Swinton). A hotshot 
Los Angeles lawyer seeking a 
judgeship. Eve is obsessed with 
looks, career, and bisexual kinks. 
(She steamily humps both a man 
and, in a hammock, a sexy doctor, 
played by Karen Sillas.) Beneath 
her perfect image Eve is starved for 
approval. So's her kleptomaniac sis- 
ter, Maddy (Amy Madigan). So too 
is the androgynous, self-mutilating 
young girl, Ed (Dale Shuger), in 
whom Eve sees her own reflection. 

There's not much of a plot. 
Maddy gets jailed for shoplifting; 
Eve can't bail her out right away 
but offers to bring supplies and so 
winds up meeting Maddy's odd-

ball roommates in their isolated 
desert house. Ultimately, by con- 
necting with Maddy and Ed, Eve 
attains a sort of Freudian accep- 
tance of her rejecting father and 
transcends her ovm self-hatred. 

The story resolves a bit melo- 
dramatically, and the entie-acte 
bondage fantasies (about Daddy?) 
are almost too artsy. These are 
small quibbles, though, about a 
heady, uncompromising film. ■

IT HAS LONG BEEN A STAPLE OF PSYCH 101 THAT THE THING YOU I 

hate most in other people is the thing you hate in your- 
self. It doesn't take Freud to figure out that those who i 
hate gay people with the most passion may be 
suppressing a considerable amount of gay passion of 
their own. 

The idea was never scientifically tested, however, 
until last year, when Henry Adams, a professor of clini- 
cal psychology at the University of Georgia, conducted 
the first study to measure — quite literally — the homo- 
sexuality of homophobes. Adams recruited 64 straight 
white male college students, rated their level of homo- 
phobia according to a standard psychological test, and 
divided the men into two groups; those who were ho- 
mophobic and those who were not. Then came the j 
good part. He hooked up the men to devices called pe- 
nile plethysmographs, which measure arousal, and 
showed them three different kinds of pom videos: het- I 
erosexual, lesbian, and gay male. And you'll never 
guess what. The men who tested nonhomophobic 
were, for the most part, left cold by the gay pom. But 



grossed out or startled by something do not usually re- 
spond with full-fledged erections in four minutes. Not 
even college students. 

This study raised a host of questions, not least of 
which is why it was never done before. According to 
Adams, penile plethysmographs are frequently used to 
study the sexual response of rapists and other sexual 
aggressors, and such studies are easy to conduct, inex- 
pensive, and considered highly accurate. So why did it 
take decades? And why haven't similar studies been 
mounted to clear up other simmering controversies? 
Like, for example, all those claims about therapies that 
supposedly "cure" homosexuality. If the penis never 
lies, why not wire up a bunch of "cured" ex-gays and let 
their phalluses do the talking? 

But the study also has troubling implications. Many 
gay people seemed thrilled with the result, since it bol- 
sters the idea that homophobia is indeed a phobia, a 
maladjustment to something deep inside yourself. 
That's certainly tme, and I suppose I should be happy 
that someone has finally proved that many of those

the men in the homophobic group were tumed-on. 

How tumed-on? Well, plethysmographs can measure 
physical changes in tiny, otherwise undetectable incre- 
ments, but in this case they didn't have to. "With col- 
lege students, they mostly get full erections," says 
Adams. "Here you're talking about averages of 60% to 
80% of full erection within four minutes." Impressive. 
And what kind of porn videos produced this priapic 
surge? "We used commercially available videos," says 
Adams, ones that were judged to be highly erotic, at 
least to people who respond to the sex of the actors. 

Adams seems a pretty rigorous, scientific fellow, and 
he doesn't want people poking holes in his work. Since 
anxiety has been known to lead to hominess, some crit 
ics have proposed that the phobes may have devel- 
oped their impressive tumescences out of panic or 
disgust. So just to be sure, Adams is conducting a 
new study that will be just like the first but will 
also measure something called "startle re- 
sponse," using another standard test that regis- 
ters shock, upset, revulsion. But Adams does 
not expect that this will change his result, 
and neither did any other experts 
I spoke to. People who are habitual 
ly anxious may be 
more easily aroused, 
but people who are 



parading fanatics, religious-minded pmdes, and censori- 
ous busybodies are in the throes of repression and self- 
revulsion and are merely projecting onto me and those I 
love the thing they hate in themselves. In a way I am. 
But not that happy. Because what Adams's study also 
means is that many of the most maladjusted homo- 
phobes are really homosexual men. And that means that 
when we get dissed and discriminated against and 
bashed, we are often getting bashed by ourselves. That 
the men who hate us the most are us. 

This hardly seems like a victory. It seems terribly sad. 
Homophobia has many victims— indeed, we're all its vic- 
tims—but it hardly makes me jump for joy to realize that 
among those victims are the homophobes themselves. I 
can barely imagine how it must feel to be so re- 
pulsed by my own desire that my only response 
f I is to hate those who have come to terms with 

themselves. Back in the swinging '60s there 
was a popular bumper sticker: CHAsnry is its 
OWN PUNISHMENT. I guess you could say the same 
for this. In that sense the final goal of gay libera- 
tion ought not be the liberation of just the open- 
ly gay but the antigay as well. We need libera- 
tion from them. And they need liberation 

from themselves. 
I wouldn't trade 
places in a second.
